In addition, 
many teachers added suggested resources to those 
listed by the HDC. The committee reviewed 
many of these additional resources at the meet- 
ing.

Teachers have agreed to use the book only as a 
resource. It may be read to students without that 
page being show. The HDC approved this com- 
promise. 

Members of the committee were in conflict 
over another book, called The Frog Book. Some 
parents, including committee member Sheilah 
Warner, have objected to a picture of mating 
frogs. 

Elementary Principal Charles Hershberger sup- 
ported teacher opinion that the book is illustrated 
appropriately and tastefully. He stressed that the 
teachers find it to be a “meaningful lesson.” 

That view was also supported by Curriculum 
Director Anne Dingman during the discussion. 

Warner feels strongly that the book dwells too 
much on the act of breeding. She believes other 
books could be found for the lesson. 

Hershberger andcommittee Chair Tammy Jack- 
son assured the committee that new K-4 materi- 
als can be suggested until the full curriculum has 
been processed. 

The HDC was working under the new impera- 
tive to make sure all outcomes, enablers and 
lessons reflect the School Board’s intentions as 


outlined in’ the recently released Position State- 


ment. At the meeting, they reviewed the revised 
K-4 outcomes with that in mind.

continued, “I have a hard struggle with that.” 
Dingman responded that the committee should 
reserve judgment until they see how the teachers 
have developed the curriculum.
